LITTLE DAMAGE DONE 
BY JAP BOMBARDMENT 
LADIVOSTOK, March 7.—Last

placards on the walls offering a re- 
ward for information as to the where- 
abouts of Japanese and threatening 
with trial by court martial any per- 
son found guilty of concealing them.

bardment of Viadivostok by the Japan- 
ese fieet did no material damage. The 
wooden cottage of an artisan was the 
only building wholly destroyed. It was 
plerced by a shell from a 12-inch gun, 


| which, after traversing the roof and 


wall, fell in the yard, killing the 
woman previous!ty mentioned. 

In the quarter of the city called the 
“Dirty Corner,” a shell fell on the 
house of Colonel Shukoff without ex- 
ploding. It traversed a bedroom, de- 
stroying a stove, and penetrated the 
wall. It finally burst near the regi- 
mental safe, which was standing in 
the court yard. A sentry guarding the 
safe was covered with mud, but was 
not injured. Evidently fearing an out- 
break of fire the sentry shouted: 

“Help! Save the regimental 
ors!”’ 

These ultimately were brought out 
by the colonel’s wife and the sol- 
diers. 

Five sailors were slightly wounded 
by the explosion of ‘a shell in the 
court yard of the Siberian naval bar- 
racks. 

Outside of these casualties no one 
was killed or injured, and there was 
no outbreak of fire in the city. The 
fact that the Russian batteries did 
not reply to the Japanese bombard- 
ment was due partly to the slight 
chance of hitting the enemy’s war- 
ships at such a long range and par- 
tially to a desire not to betray the 
position of the batteries. 

It.is now thought that the attack- 
ing squadron consisted of a battle- 
ship, four armored cruisers and two 
unprotected cruisers. 


JAPANESE HAVE TRAPPED 

VLADVOSTOK SQUADRON 
ONDON, March 7.—Up to a 
late hour this afternoon the 
Japanese legation here had re- 
ceived no official information regard- 
ing the bombardment of Vladivostok. 
It is believed at the legation, how- 
ever, that the Japanese are now be- 
tween the Russian cruiser squadron 
and Viadivostok, and there is reason 
to believe that the Russian squadron 

is in the vicinity of Possiet bay. 
Russian official dispatches do not 
mention this squadron, and this fact 
lends color to the belief that the Jap- 
anese warships have shut it out at 
Viadivostok. It is pointed out at the 
legation that if this is true the Rus- 
sian vessels are in a critical position, 
since they must run the gauntlet of 
the Japanese squadron off; Viadivos- 
tok or the Japanese squadron off 
Port Arthur before reaching a Rus-

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MOB OF BUCKEYE WHITES 
LYNGH NEGRO MURDERER 


Thousand Men Storm Jail at Springfield, Secure 
Slayer of Policeman Collis and Shoot Him to 
Death in the Jail Yard. 


Springfield, Ohio, March 7.—At [Hl 
o'clock the negro Richard Dixon was 
taken from the jail and shot to death in 
the jail yard and the body was taken 
from there to the corner of Main Street 
and Fountain avenue and hung to the 
telegraph pole, where the mob spent the 
next half hour riddling the body witi 
bullets from several hundred revolvers. 
The mob forced an entrance to the jail 
by butting in the east doors with a raii- 
road iron. 

At 10:30 o'clock the mob melted rapid- 
ly and it was the general opinion that no 
more attempts would be made to force 
an entrance. Small groups of men, how- 
ever, could be seen in the shadows of 
the court house, two adjacent livery sta- 
bles and several dwelling houses. At 
10:45 o'clock the police were satisfied 
that there was nothing more to fear and 
they, with other officials and newspaper 
men, passed freely in and out of the 
jail, 

Diversion Made. 

Shortly before !! o’clock a diversion 
was made by a small crowd moving from 
the east doors around to the south en- 
trance. The police followed and a bluff 
was made at jostling them off the steps 
leading up to the south entrance. ‘The 
crowd at this pojnt kept growing, while 
yells of “Hold the police,” ‘‘smash the 
doors,’ “lynch the nigger’ were made, 
interspersed with revolver shots. All this 
time the party with the heavy railroad 
iron Was beating at the east door, which 
shortly yielded to the battering ram, as 
did the inner lattice iron doors. The mob 
then surged through the eust door, over- 
powered the sheriff, turnkey and 
handful of deputies and began the as- 
sault on the iron turnstile leading to the 
cells. The police from the sOuth door 
were called inside to keep the mob from 
the ‘cells, and in five minutes the south 
door had shared the fate of the east 
one, 

In an incredibly short time the jail was 
filled with a mob of 250 men, with all 
the entrances and yard gates blocked by 
fully 2,500 men, thus making it ifmpos- 
sible for the militia to have prevented ac- 
cess to the negro had it been. @n the 
scene.. The heavy iron partition leading 
to the cells resisted the mob effectually 
urp.il cold chisels and siedge hammers ar- 
rived, which were only two or three min- 
utes later in arriving. The padlock to 
the turnstile was broken and the mob

Fearing an attempt on the part of the 
po-:ice to rescue them the leaders formed 
a hollow square.

go it is plain that fhey come clearly 
within Mr. Bristow's own statement that, 
“In a large. majority of cases that have 
been examined where the Increase was 
made upon the recommendation of a 
member of congress, the recommendation 
of the member appears to have been 
simply formal and shows upon its face 
that he expected the executive officer to 
allow only what the office was entitled 
to under the law and rules of the de- 
partment.’’

Technical Violations.

‘‘No member or delegate *o congress 
shalj directly or indirectly himself or by 
any other person in trust for him or for 
use or benefit, or his account, undertake, 
execute, hold or enjoy, in whole or in 
part, any contract or agreement made or 
entered into on behalf of the United 
States officers or person authorized to 
make contracts on behalf of the United 
States.”’

‘‘All contracts or agreements made in 
violation of this section shall be void. 

“Yet in the face of this statute con- 
tracts have been made with members of 
congress for the rental of premises. 
either in their own names, the names of 
their agent, Or some member of their 
families.

The Bowersock Case. 

*“*‘Lawrence, Kans.: The  postoffice 
premises at this place were leased from 
J. D. Bowersock, many years prior to- 
his election as a member of congress in 
1898, at an annual rental of $1,500. 
That lease expired April |, 1900. On 
December 13, 1899, Mr. Bowerstock sub- 
mitted a proposal to renew the lease 
for a term of five years at the same an- 
nual rental. After a conference with of- 
ficials of the first assistant postmaster 
general's office, Mr. Bowersock withdrew 
his proposal, submitting one from his 
daughter, Mrs. Hortense B, Hill, and the 
lease was executed in her name on terms 
before mentioned. The record shows 
the title to premises in question was 
vested to Mr. Bowersock. The annual 
rental is the same that it was for many 
years before Mr. Bowersock wa. elected 
to congress. 

“Station ‘A,’ Winsted, Conn.—The post- 
office premises at this point are owned 
by Hon. George L. Lilley, M. C. Origt- 
nal lease which was made before Mr. 
Lilley was elected to congress, expired 
April !, 1903. The enttre block in which 
the office is located was then leased 
by Mr. Lilley to Charles 8S. Newcomb, 
and the lease to the postoffice depart- 
ment was anade in his name, though the 
title to the block before mentioned ap- 
pears to remain in Mr. Lilley’s name, 
The rent is practically the same as under 
the former lease. 

“In none of the foregoing cases does it 
appear that the government has paid 
excessive rental. I referred to these 
cases in my report, not because there 
Wags any fraud indicated in the business 
transactions, but solely becaube /suth 
contracts appeared to be in violation of 
the statute above mentioned.” 

Congressmen and Clerk Hire. 

The history of 16! cases !s given tn 
the report wherein members of con- 
gress figure in getting authorization for 
clerk hire in excess of the amount the 
affice in question was entitled to accord- 
ing to the secret method employed by 
the department to determine the merits 
of the case. Many of these increases 
were only temporary and hava been dis- 
continued. A tabulated statement shows 
that in 82 {instances where reductions 
have been made since April, ‘1903, $165,- 
880 was being paid annually in excess 
of the amounts these officers were enti- 
tled to. 

An illustration of the nature of the 
long Hst of cases, four instances from a 
single page, are quoted, and another 
on the following page, in which Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow 
appears as the “influence” as follows: 

“Nora, Ind.—On June 25, 1902, Hon, 
Jesse Overstreet wrote requesting an al- 
lowance of $200 for separating clerk hire 
at this office. Two days later he wrote 
requesting that the allowance be made 
$150. On June 27, 1902, the allowance 
was fixed at $150, effective July 1, 1902. 
It does not appear to have been any 
Statement of the separating work on 
which to base the allowance for clerk 
Mire. On May 16, 1903, the records 
Showing that there was no separating 
service performed at this office, the ai- 
lowance was discontinued, effective that 
date, 

“Oakland City, Ind., April 11, 1902 —~ 
Hon. J. A. Hemanway personally recom- 
mended that the allowance for separating 
clerk hire ($300) be allowed to continue, 

“On April 21, 1902, the postmaster 
made a report of the separating service 
performed, and according to the -scale 
used, he was entitled to only $190 per 


4 annum. 


“On May 6, 1902, a letter Signed by 
the first assistant postmaster genera] was 
addressed to Mr. Hemenway, in which 
he advised that the amount of transit 
mail now handled at that point (Oak- 
land City), is not sufficient to serve as a 
basis for the present allowance for clerk 
hire, but in view of your gpecial inter. 
est in the matter no change will be made 
at this time. 

“The $300 allowance was therefore q}- 
lowed to continue until November 19 
1903. The postmaster, having reported 
Separating business at his office which 
pe ts him to $210, his allowance was 
reauced to $210, effectiv . 
oe ctive December |, 

‘Rockport, Ind., February 18, 1i899.— 
mon, J. x Hemenway personally rec- 
ommended an allowance of: $300. An in- 
crease from $200 to $300 was granted 
from July |, 1899. 

“April t!, 1902, Hon. J. A. Hemenway 
recommended an allowance of $400 if 
possible. Postmaster was directed. to 
make a report of transit mail handled, 
which he did, showing him to be entitled 
to $300 for clerk hire. The allowance 
was increased from $200 to $400, effec- 
tive July 1, 1900. 

“On June 9, 1903, under instructions 
from this office, the postmaster reported 
transit matter handled daily, which, ac- 
cording to the scale, entitled him to $160 
per annum, and on June 29, 1903, it was 
reduced to this amount, effective July | 
1903. 

“Erie, Kians.—Om January 27, 1899, 
Hon. J. L. Bristow inclosed a letter from 
the postmaster asking that his allowance 
for separating clerk hire be increased 
from $120 to $180, stating that he would 
ibe very glad if the postmaster could be 
given the allowance requested by him. 

“On February 25, 1899, Mr. Bristow 
was informed that it has been decided. 
in view of your wishes and the figures 
submitted by the postmaster, to Increase 
the annual allowance for clerk hire at 
Erie, Kans., from $120 to $180, effective 
July t, 1899 

“This increase was made, notwithstand- 
ing the-report furnished by the post- 
master dated February 19, 1899, showed 
that he was only entitled to $50. 

“On June 17, 1903, the allowance for 
clerk hire was reduced to $50, effective 
July 1, 1903, the same being based on 


a report submitted to this office by the 
railway mail service.” ’

Paris, March 7.~According to the of- 
ficlals of the Panama Canal Company, 
no obstacle has arisen to the transfer 
of the concession to the United States. 

The company understands that Mr. 
Cromwell, the American counsel for the 
company, will be accompanied abroad by 
Special Assistant General Russell, of the 
department of justice, who will see that 
everything is transferréd with due regu- 
larity. It is explaine@d that there are 
quantities of material on the isthmus 
which must be turned over to the United 


States and it is natural that Attorney. 


General Knox should desire that His own 
agent mak3 a careful examination in 
order that nothing be withheld. 

Messrs. Russell and Cromwell will also 
arfrange a final bill of transfer, which 
will be submitted to a meeting of share- 
holders for approval. Although it is: ex- 
pected that a very small minority may 
protest, it is recalled that the pending 
legislation has created no difficulties in 
the way of a conclusion for the transfer. 

It was learneq at the United States 
embassy that Former Premier Waldeck- 
Rousseau has rendered an opinion show- 
ing there are no legal obstacles to the 
transfer or flaw in the title.

Scalhing Report on Conditions 


in Indian Territory, 


Messrs. Bonaparte and Woodruff Tell 
the President That Conditions 
Involve Immediate Danger 
of Ruin to Real Indian 
Population. 


Washington, March 7.—The president 


today transmitted to cé6ngress a report 
of Charles J. Bonaparte and Clinton R. 
Woodruff, in the matter of irregularities 
in Indian Territory. The president says: 

‘In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of Messrs. Bonaparte and Woodruff, 
the members of the committee of five Cciv- 
ilized tribes have been informed that if 
they are to continue in the service they 
must cease all connection with business 
operations of any kind in the territory 
where it is possible that their official po- 
sitions could be of any effect upon their 
private business, even though no other 
effect be in fact shown. What further 
action, if any, ig to be taken in regard 
to the commission or any of its mem- 
bers by the executive will be determined 
upon after full consideration with the 
Secretary of the interior or careful con- 
sideration of all the facts in the case. 
It will be noticed that the secretary of 
the interior does not believe that it will 
be possible in accordance with the sug- 
gestions of Messrs. Bonaparte and W0od- 
ruff to close up the work of the commis- 
sion this year and discontinue it. If it 
should be found to be possible, I would 
regard this as desirable and call the at- 
tention of the congress to the matter.” 

Danger of Ruin. 

The report of Mr. Bonaparte and Mr. 
Woodruff stigmatizes the conditions in 
the territory as involving immediate dan- 
ger of ruin to the genuine Indlan popu- 
lation and profound discredit to the Unit- 
ed States, exciting reasonable discontent 
on the part of all classes of the popula- 
tion and demanding prompt and drastic 
remedies on the part of congress. 

The report reviews the report of S. M. 
Brosius, agent of the Indian rights as- 
sociation, on conditions in the territory, 
and says that while the Brosius report 
containg a number of intimations and 
suggestiong not justified by the facts, it 
ugiderstands the objectionable features of 
the administration of public affairs there 
and its specific allegations respecting fed- 
eral Officials are substantially true. it 
says that the connection of Tame Bixby, 
chairman of the committee to the five 
civilized tribes, with the Canadian Val- 
ley Trust Company, impairs his 
ness ag a public official, and should ter- 
minate immediate if he is to retain his 
commigssionership. His investments is 
what are known as ‘“‘possessory rights” 
in town site lands are stamped as yet 
more objectionable. Indian Agent 
Schoenfeldt ig exonerated from all the 
charges made against him. The report 
also says that Indian Inspector J. George 
Wright's temporaty ownership of siock 
which he has since sold ig no occasion 
for censure. Commissioner Thomas B. 
Needles, of the five tribes commission, 
admits owning a smal! interest in a cor- 
poration at Vinita, and the report shows 
the propriety of disposing of it should 
be officially suggested to him. 


Usefulness Impaired. 

The investments of Commissioner 
Breckinridge, of the same body, are stat- 
ed to be of much graver importance, 
and his considerable investments in cor- 
poration stock, the report says, have se- 
riously impaired his public usefulness. 
A, L. Alsworth, chief clerk of the com- 
mission, and H. V. Smith, its disbursing 
officer, the report says, are identified in 
puBlic opinion (but not proved) with sup- 
posed real estate speculations dispropor- 
tionate from their means and the fre- 
port says such’ speculation should be 
strictly forbidden. The report says the 
five tribes commission can be abolished 
with advantage, the remaining work to 
be done by the Indian inspector and the 
citizenship court. 

A supplemental report says that the 
charges made by A. P. Murphy, attorney 
to the Creek Indian nation, and John A. 
Harris, vice president of the Wagoner 
national bank, against Indian Agent 
Schoenfeldt, alleging that the latter neg- 
lected his duties, letting C. B. Douglass, 
a clerk, obstruct access to the public 
records, delaying the adjudication of the 
intruder cases, failing promptly to exe- 
cute his own judgment and intemperance, 
were either altogether unfounded or very 
greatly exaggerated and adding that 
Murphy's strong personal sympathy and 
antipathy render his statements untrust- 
worthy and impair his usefulness as a 
public officer.

The Smoot cara *e not 
ir. itself similar to the case against Rob- 
erts, but the impelling force back of the 
two cases is the same—an overwhelhning 
public opinion against Mormonism. 
Whether this is an altogether honest pub- 
lic opinion is outside of the question; 
whether there is the same basis for it 
in the Smoot case as there was in the 
case of Roberts, a confessed bigamist, 
makes no difference; the important fact 
is that the sentiment exists, and that it 
is fast assuming a national aspect. 
There can be no question that the Mor- 
mon church as a whole gave its suppor 
to the republican nationa] and state tick- 
ets in 1900, and that this was given in 
accordance with a dea}, the 
terms of which permitted the 
church to name its man for 
the Utah senatorship. That deal was 
made by Mr. Heath, as secretary of the 
republican national committee. The Mor- 
mong did their part. They not only de- 
livered Utah to the republican ticket, but 
Idaho, where they hold the balance of 
power, and were of v@Fy material aid in 
several other states of the northwest. 
When it came to the election of the 
Utah senator, Senator Kearns endeavored 
to prevent the election of Apostle Smoot, 
but the deal had been too clear to ad- 
mit of his being turned down so long 
as he was the man designated by the 


‘Mormon church. 


Tide Running Against Smoot. 

Now the problem presenting itself to the 
republican leaders is whether they can 
afford to turn Smoot out and run the risk 
of earning thereby the resentment of the 
church which gave them the power in 
those states. To those who are familiar 
with the record of the party, it begins 
to look as if they are getting ready to 
take this step, believing they will be bet- 
ter able to stand against the church than 
against a strong sentiment which per- 
vades all sectiong of the country. The 
fact that the deal was’ made by Mr. 
Heath, who is not in good odor with 
the administration, seems to add to the 
likelihood of its repudiation. 

As the tide is now running, it seems 
most probable that Smoot will have 
to go.

Smith Concludes Testimony. 

With President Smith, recognized 
leader of the Mormon church, again 
on the stand for the defense, the second 
week of the investigation of the Smoot 
case opened today in the senate commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, Senator 
Dubois put into the record the census 
| figures for Utah, taken in !890, to show 
that instead of only 3 per cent of the peo- 
ple being in polygamy, as Mr. Smith has 
said, in reality there were about 23% 
per cent of the Mormon population of 
polygamous age, who were living in a 
state of polygamy in 1890. Senator Du- 
bois gave it as hig opinion that there 
has been no material reduction in the 
number of ‘polygamists since 1890. 

As to Ex-Communication. 

Mr. Worthington conducted an exami- 
nation of Mr. Smith to ascertain the pro- 
cess undergone in cases of ex-communi- 
cation. ‘The witness explained the man- 
ner in which the church is diyided into 
divisions ef wards and states and the 
machinery of the organization through 
which charges against any person have 
to be brought and passed upon. He said 
the apostles have nothing to do with 
the judicial affairs of the church. They 
preach the gospel] and send missionaries 
to other fields. The president, the apos- 
tles and high counsellors, forming what 
is known as ‘The Fifteen,’’ meet once a 
week for prayer and consultation on bus- 
iness generally relating to the church. 
Futile efforts by Brigham Young in 
1875 to have Bishop Jacob W. Weiler re- 
moved from the membership of a ward 
was related by Mr. Smith to show that 
the presidency has no péwer over the 
wishes of the people and that the mem- 
bers of the church by the freedom of 
their vote in reality form the power of 
Several other like in- 
stances was related for the same gen- 
‘eral purpose. 

Mr. Worthington read the revelation 
by Joseph Smith, Jr., January !9, 1841, 
nominating Brigham Young as president 
and all of the members of the high 
council ana the apostles.

Smith’s Last Child. 

“Right here let me ask you when your 
last child was born?’ asked Mr. Worth- 
ington.

He declared that so far as he knew no 
one in the church had been appointed an 
official in the church because he is a 
polygamist; that such apointments have

Merchants Who Desire Using Them 
or Any Other Kind of Rebate 
System Must Pay to the

The trading stamp business will be dis- 
continued in Atlanta, An ordinance wag 
adopted by counc.1 during the session of 
yesterday afternoon which makes it 
practicaily impossible for the business 
to continue here. 

The ordinance, which came from the 
ordinance committee, of which Council- 
' Man Hynds is chairman, with a unani- 
mously favorable report, places a special 
tax of $100 per annum upon all mer- 
chants of Atlanta who give trading 
stamps, rebate checks or any other dis- 
count for cash to customers. The word- 
ing of the ordinance is intended to in- 
clude all kinds of systems of discount 

now in vogue in Atlanta. 

The ordinance was not discussed by 
councilmen. James L. Key, who repre- 
sented.the merchants of the city, pre- 
-Sented their side of the case. He de- 
clared that the merchants are opposed to 
- trading stamps and want them’ done 
‘away with. He was frequently applaud- 
ed by merchants who were :.n the coun- 
cil chamber. 

When Mr. Key had concluded. Alder- 
man Woodward spoke in favor of placing 
the tax of $100 per annum upon mer- 
chants who give trading stamps. He 
also was applauded. 

Councilman Hynds moved: that’ the 
ordinance be adopted. There was no 
discussion. The vote for the adoption of 
the ordinance was unanimous.

Judge Lumpkin Emphasizes

In his charge yesterday morning to 
the Fulton county grand jury for the 
spring term, Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of 
the superior court, emphasized several 
different matters, one of which wag ad- 
vising the use of great care in the selec- 
tion of justices of the peace.

midst no professional gambling houses 
charged that the law contemplates 
th there shall be no gambling of any 
‘He ¢harged that whenever 


ble to indictment by the grand jury. 

“There is no such thing as the gen- 
tlemanly game,”* declared the court, 

Judge Lumpkin also charged the law 
concealed 
Weapons and urged that this practice 
be broken up as much as possible by 
the grand jury. He stated that numbers 
of murders and assaults with intent to 
murder are traceable to the ready weapon 
concealed about the slayer or the assail- 
ant. A war of words, he said, would 
s00n blow over, but if one of the parties 
should have about his person a con- 
cealed weapon the results might be dis- 
a@strous. 

.The antl- ieans section of the statute 
was also read to the jurors. This law 
provides in effect that it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any pérson or persons to manip- 
ulate the prices on the necessities of life 
in such @ manner as to put them out of 
the reach of the poor people. Other gen- 
eral matters, coming within the scope 
of duty of the grand jury, were also 
touched upon by the court.

Federal Aid for Education. 

Elsewhere in this issue we are 
pleased to give space to some re- 
marks of Dr. Charies W. Dabney, the 
eminent Tennessee educator, in ad- 
vocacy of general education through 
federal] appropriations. Dr. Dabney 
gives some pregnant arguments in 
favor of the proposition, and there 
can be no doubt that public senti- 
ment is prepared to support such a 
measure by congress provided it is 
judiciously framed: | 

Why not direct federal support of 
education within the bounds of the 
United States? Our government has 
not hesitated to appropriate large 
sums of money for the education of 
the children of the Porto Ricans and 
Filipinos. Does not the same prin- 
ciple and need of help apply in the 
case of the children “of genuine 
American citizens? The question 
might have little force if it were true 
that the several states of the union 
are adequately providing and are 
amply able to provide for the educa- 
tional needs of their children, but the 
fact is obvious that some of the 
states, notably in the south, are not 
providing and are not able to provide 
@ public school] service anything like 
commensurate with the needs of the 
rising generation. : 

The reason for this lamentable con- 
dition is no reflection on the back- 
ward states. The emancipation of 
the American slaves by federal act 
threw upon southern citizenship a 
heavy burden of moral responsibility 
and school taxation. The states that 
returned to the union as the result 
of the war did not hesitate to divide 
their school funds between whites 
and pbiacks. The condition was extra- 
ordinary, and it was met as best it 
could be. 

Today the south presents statistics 
of illiteracy that seem to shame her 
in @ comparison with similar statis- 
tics from white states, but even a 
superficial analysis will convince the 
unprejudiced that the showing, so far 
from being discreditable, is very good 
indeed. 

There would be much less white 
illiteracy in southern states today had 
these states been less liberal in their 
educational policy toward the chil- 
dren of the freedmen. The division 
of the necessarily slender school] fund 
greatly limited the educational oppor- 
tunities of the humble white child. 
Let this fact be considered in exten- 
uation of southern illiteracy, even if 
southern magnanimity toward the 
negro is ‘not considered. 

The war-impoverished states of the 
quondam Southern Confederacy have 
done their full part for popular edu- 
cation, but the problem is beyond 
their pecuniary capacity to cope with 
it. The time has come when con- 
gress should do .ssomething for the 
hundreds of thousands of American 
children, white and black, at its very 
door, while it is extending this sort 
of paternalism to the children of Ma- 
lays, Spanish-Americans and our own 
aboriginees. s 

The Macedonian cry for education 
is coming up from our own Jand, 
and it is high time that it be heard. 
In all justice and logic and sentiment 


it must be heard. : 

The country wants no revival of the 
Blair bill. The states should be left 
free to disburse their respective 
share of the general educational ap- 
propriation without hampering re- 
strictions calculated to neutralize the 
value of the new system and arouse 
sectional and race prejudices. The 
success of such a measure depends 
altogethep gp the fund being left to 
local administration. The state au- 
thorities in education are the proper 
ones to have sole discretion in this 
and every matter pertaining to the 
expansion and improvement of the 
educational institutions of the state. 
If this is done education will be gen- 
erally diffused, and it will be practi- 
cal education. 

Chancellor Walter B. Hill, of the 
University of Georgia, is an earnest 
advocate of the plan proposed by Dr. 
Dabney. In reply to a contention re- 
cently made by The Hartford Cour- 
ant that under such government help 
the text-books, etc., would be dictated 
at Washington, Chancellor Hill de- 
clared: 

This, of course, would be untrue if the 
funds were turned over to the state au- 
thorities in education. Again, The Cour- 
ant has said that the measure would ‘cut 
the nerve’ of local support of educa- 
tion. On the contrary those who hve 
proposed the measure now have distinct- 
ly said that the extension of national’ 
aid ought to be conditioned upon the 
amount of local] aid, thus making the 
former serve as a Stimulus to the latter 
instead of depressing it. The present 
law in regard to-the state colleges of 
agriculture is a case in point. The funds 
are paid from the national treasury into 
the hands of the state authorities and 
these state authoMies have the practi- 
cal control, subject only to the duty of 
reporting their work to the bureau of 
education at Washington. 

The more I have studied the subject 
of education in the south the more I 
realize the inability of our southern states 
to grapple with the tremendous problem. 
As the whole situation has been brought 
about by catises that am national it 
keems to me that the nation ought to co- 
operate with the sates in their efforts for 
the betterment of existing conditions. 

This view, enlarged upon by Dr. 
Dabney,would prove a safe guidein the 
formulation of a national educational 
bill and we would be glad to see the 
‘southern delegation in congress; and 
all friends of popular education in 
that body, advocate the enactment of 


such a measure. 
The approval of the American peo- 


ple would be behind it.

DABNEY ON NATIONAL AID 


(Extract from address of Dr. Charles 
W. Dabney before the National Educa- 
tional Association in Atlanta.) 

The question whether the south should 
accept national aid in performing this 
great national duty is an academic one 
at the present time, but it has been re- 
cently raised by such a distinguished au- 
thority as the president of Harvard uni- 
versity. 

Any plan of national aid should pro- 
vide, not a largess for the gouth only, 
but a consistent, rational plan for up- 
lifting the retarded and depressed popu- 
lation in all portiong of the country. The 
people of some counties in Maine 
and New York are as _ illiterate 
as those in the worst counties in the 
southern Appalachians. It is truly a na- 
tional question, not one for the south 
alone, and we should take this broad 
view of it. 
Porto Ricans and the Filipinos to es- 
tablfsh their schools, we should help our 
own neglected people wherever they are 
found. 

We note in the first place that some 
persons speak of national aid to the 
states for the purposes of popular edu- 
cation, as if it was aid from the Outside 
which it would be humiliating, or, at 
least, unwise to accept. It is a charac- 
teristically southern and a noble senti- 
ment that suggests this idea. But is it 
not time for the southern people to fully 
realize that we are back in this govern- 
ment—that we are an inherent part of it? 
Is not the national treasury our treasury, 
is not the money in it our money, put 
there in part by us? Is not the negro as 
much the ward of the nation as the In- 
dian? If the nation provides for his ed- 
ucation, this wild child of the plains, is 
it not under an even greater obligation 
to provide for the education of the negro? 
In the recent wars the south was 
deeply stirre@ by the national feeling and 
took a large part in the contest for hu- 
manitarian ends and the redemption of 
the Cuban people. We give the blood of 
our sons for the national aid in @ service 
of war, may We not honorably accept the 
aid of the national treasury in this great- 
er service of peace for our own people? 

But some fear that in national aid there 
lurks danger of federal interference with 
our state system of schools. This, of 
cours@,, we cannot permit. The right of 
the “de to control its own schovls and 
all thelf affairs is a principle that has 
been questioned in the national councils. 
Andrew Jackson himself favored the dis- 
tribution of the accumulated national 
funds to the sfates for the purposes Of 
education. There is a precedent already 
in the appropriation of national funds 
to the states for the support of their ag- 
ricultural and mechanical colleges and ex- 
periment stations, and We have suffered 
no embarrassment from any attémpt at 
federal control of those institutions. 
When measures of national ald are actu- 
ally proposed, if they ever are, our rep- 
resentatives will frankly take up this 
phase of the problem and will be sure to 
firmly maintain the right of the states 
to control their schools through their own 
officials in accordance with their own 
methods. It will be done in this way or 
not at all. 

Methods can also be found to ald needy 
communities without paralyzing their 
own powers, either of initiative or sup- 
port. Plans can be devised on the other 
hand for using such aid to arouse this 
initiative in improving the educational 
conditions, and to encourage support to 
the local schools. ‘National aid should be 
given in pfroportion to the needs of the 
people as shown by school population, il- 
literacy and property valuations, and in 
proportion te their sacrifices to help 
themselves. 

It will be seen, thus, that it is not a 
Blair bill that we want; we rejected that 
long ago, and I hope, for my part, tat 
that particular measure may never pass. 
What We want is a measure which shall 
make the wealth of the whole nation con- 
tribute to the education and general 80- 
cial improvement of all peoples, who by 
reason of their isolation, their poverty, 
their race, their recent condition of ser- 
vitude, or from any other cause, have not 
been able to take their place in the grand 
army of American citizenship or to catch 
step with the match of modern progress.

CAN' VOTE IN THE PRIMARY 


This Is Provided by Rules of State Committee, but 
Does Not Apply to Fulton County--Fulton Has 
_ No List for Last Year. 


of opinion regarding the right to 

vote in the coming primary election, 
of those who were registered in, 1903. In 
an interview published in The Constitu- 
tion Sunday, Tax Collector A. P. Stewart, 
of Fulton county, stated that only those 
who register this year, since January |}, 
and up to within tem days of the state 
primary, will have the right to vote. 

For certain reasons Tax Collector Stew- 
art’s view of the case is correct as appli- 
cable to Fulton county, but In all other 
counties in the state all those who were 
registered in 1903 or In 1904 up to within 
ten days of the primary election on April 
20, will have the right to vote in that 
election. This is In accordance with the 
rules of the state democratic executive 
committee, passed at its session dn Feb- 
ruary 29. This rule is found in the first 
section of the resolutions adopted by the 
State committee at that meeting, which is 
as follows: 

“1. That a general primary election be 
held on the 20th day of April, in every 
county in the state, at which all white 
democratic voters (who have registered 
in 1903 or 1904 ten days before said pri- 
mary) shall have an opportunity to cast 
their votes for the following officers, to- 
wit: Governor, attorney general, secre- 
ary of state, comptroller general, treas- 
urer, commissioner of agriculture, state 
school commissioner, chief justice of the 
supreme court, three associate justices 
of the supreme court, One prison commis- 
sioner, and judges of the superior court 
and solicitors general; and the democrat- 
ic executive committee in eagh county are 
hereby directed to prepare and furnish 
to the managers of such primary a list 
of such qualified voters under the terms 
herein provided for.’’ 

In Fulton county, however, the system 
of registration is somewhat different un- 
der the law, from that in other counties 
of the state. For this reason there is no 
registration list for 1903 in existence 
and it would be impossible to make one. 
There was no county or state election last 
year, and no county registration was had. 
Tax Collector Stewart is, however, city 
registrar, and voters were registered for 
the city election. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, all 
those who desire to vote in Fulton coun- 
ty in the coming primary, must register 
this year at least ten days “before the 
primary. " 

As stated, however, this does not apply 
to the other counties of the state where 
the registration lists for 1903 can ®e pro- 
cured, 

Chairman E. T. Brown, of the state 
democratic. executive committee, says the 
rules of the committee are in accordance 
with the law, and that those registered in 
1903 are entitled to vote in the state pri- 
mary this year. When asked if gounty 
committees could make rules in this re- 
spect at at variance with those of the 
state committee, Chairman Brown said: 

“Where any county holds its primary 
election on the same day and in conjunc- 


Ta appears to be some difference 


tion with the state primary, it must abide ; 


by the rules laid down by the state com- 
mittee. If it holds its primary on any oth- 
er day, it can adopt such rules governing 
it, as it may deem proper.” 

Chairman Brown arranged yesterday 
to send copies of the new rules to each 
of the county chairmen. He has been 
quite sick for some days and will leave 
the city today for Florida where he goes 
to recuperate. Chairman Brown expects 
to return to the city about March 20, 
when he will issue a statement regarding 
the rules for the primary to each of the 
county cOmmittees. The form of ticket tu 
be used in the primary will probably also 
be sent out at that time. 

Napier Out of the Race. 

The news comes from Monroe that 
Colone] George M. Napier, of Walton 
county, has withdrawn from the race for 
solicitor general of the western circuit, 
in which he has been conducting a prét 
ty warm campaign with Hon. T. J. Shack- 
elford and Hon, Sam J. Tribble, both of 
Clarke county, as opponents. 

Colonel Napier’s withdrawal is based 
upon an opinion of former Chief Justice 
Bleckley. An issue having been made 
in the campaign that Colone! Napier 
was ineligible, because of his pending 
much of his time at his Atlanta otftice, he 
udge 
Bleckiey, for opin§om saying that if 
he was legally or morally ineligible he 
would withdraw. Judge Bleckley heid 
that he was eligible, but that there was 
plausible ground tor a difterent opinion 
in the popular mind Under his state- 
ment, and feeling that the contention 
Was not Ssettledj ~Colonel Nupier an- 
nounces his withdrawal. He could have 
removed the objection by giviag up his 
Atlanta business, but thjs he was ain- 
willing to do, and will continue to spend 
most of his time here. 

Colonel Napier’s withdrawal leaves the 
contest entirely between Mr. Shackelfora 
and Mr. Tribble. Both of these are weli- 
known and the fight will be watched with 
state-wide interest, 

Won’t Come to Legislature. 

Colonel J. H. Estill, of Savannah, pro- 
prietor and owner of The Savannah Morn- 
ing News, will not come to the legislature 
from Chatham county, the probability of 
which was recently suggested. The fol- 
lowing statement from The Savannah 
News, Colonel Estill’s paper, explains the 
situation: 

“Bor the last two or three days Colo 
nel J. H. Estill has been spoken of in 
connection with the coming primary, 
when representatives to the general as- 
sembly will be nominated along with 
state and county officers. . 

“The movement to get Colone)] Estill te 
agree to become a candidate is said to 
have begun in the south side, and a com- 
mittee has been appointed to call upon 
him and ask permission to use his name. 
When asked yesterday afternoon if he 
would consent to become a candidate, 
Colonel Estil] said it would be impossible 
for him to make the race. 

“Colonel Estill said he appreciates the 
honor and kindly feeling of those who 
fad approached him, but it would be im- 
possible for him to become a candidate. 

“As has been stated in The Morning 
News, J. Randolph Anderson is pretty 
certain to be a candidate on the admin- 
istration ticket, and P. A. Stovall will be 
returned. It is generally understood that 
Major J. Ferris Cann will not again make 
the race, and that William Harden will 
not go back.”

BODY OF THE AGED VICTIN 
HAS HOT BEEN DENTIFED 


Victim Was White and Had Been 
Taken to Near Atlanta Heights, 
Where About Two Acres of 
Woods Were Burned 
with His Body. 


The dead body of an aged and unknown 


white man, burned beyond recognition, 


wag found Saturday afternoon in a clump 
of wo0dg near a negro camping grcunds 
8 miles north of Atlanta and a mile and a 
half west of Atlanta Heights. The coun- 
ty police are now working to solve what 
is believed to have been a brutai mut- 
der. 

The discovery of the body was made by 
a negro wOman, ‘who resides near the 
scene, but she failed to report the matter 


until yesterday morning, when she in- 
formed her pastor. He notified the au- 
thorities at one of the county convict 
camps and shortly before noon ye:tarday 
the county police were notified: County 
Policemen. Dunbar, Maddox and Cheshire 
were detailed by Chief A. Q. Turner to 
work on the case, and they visited the 
scene and at once began working on the 
case. 

The evidence indicates that oil was 
poured on the body and that it was then 
set on fire. About two acres of woods 
wére burned about the body. The burn- 
ing of the woods was discovered by the 
negro woman, and rushing out to extin- 
guish the fire to save her home she found 
the dead body. The evidence about the 
place showed that the body had been 
dragged through the woods and down a 
hill to the point where it was found. 

Coroner J. R. Stamps was notified yes- 
terday and during the afternoon held an 
Inquest. ‘The verdict Of the jury was 
to the effect that the man had been mur- 
dered and burned by unknown parties. 
Vhe tragedy is shrouded in deep mystery 
and so far as is known no tangible cicw 
has been unearthed. As far as has been 
learned, no one fs known to be missing 
anywhere in that section of the county, 
and this lends additional mystery to the 
affair, 

The dead man had gray hair and whis- 
kers. The back of the head was burned 
to the bonewand the whiskers were singed. 
The body was virtually burned from the 
head down. The left arm was burned off 
and the right arm was also badly burned. 
The breast and. back were burned -to 
the bone. The pants were not burned 
only on the waistband. The teeth were 
al] out of the head. 

The county police are working eneigeti- 
cally on the case and are using their ef- 
forts to run to earth the murderer or 
murderers. The scene of the crime is 
about a mile and a half west of Peach- 
tree creek, near the knitting mills.

Unions,

Indianapolis, Ind., March 7.—The United 
Mine Workers, in national convention to- 
day, voted to refer the final decision as 
to accepting the wage offer of the opera- 
tors to the local unions. 

The vote of the locals will be cast on 
March 15 and the result will be counted 
at the national headquarters in this city 
on March |!7. Only the miners of the 
four states forming the central competi- 
tive district will be allowed to vote. 

The action of the miners was taken in 
executive session after a discussion last- 
ing two hours. The report of the special 
committee to consider and make récom- 
mendations on the situations, was read 
by its chairman, President Mitchell. Na- 
tional Secretary Wilson was secretary 
of the committee. The report was adopt- 
ed by sections. 

President Mitchell, of the United Mine 
Workers, in his circular to the miners 
on the wage scale matter, which was 
authorized in the resolutions, will strong- 
lv urge the acceptance of the proposi- 
tion. It is rumored here that if his ad- 
vice is not taken he will tender his resig- 
nation as president of the organization. 

President John Mitchel?, of the miners, 
said this afternoon: 

“T eannot predict what the outcome of 
the vote will be. I do not wish to in- 
fluence the membership now. All I wish 
to say is that the membership of the 
organization in the states whose con- 
tracts expire April | will be free to vate 
their sentiments ‘nd those sentiments 
will be carefulJy canvassed and the ma- 
jority shall rule.’’ 

The vote of the locals will be reported 


on totals of individual ballots, which 
means that the total vote will govern and 
a majority vote In a single local will not 
commit that local to a unit vote.

FAMILY FEUD 
GETS IN COURT 


Lively Story Developed in 
Trial in City Criminal 
Court. 


The story of an intense family 
that has been raging for some time past 
between two families in the’ Buckhead 
district in the northern section of thé 
county, was brought to light yesterday 
during the trial before Judge A. E. 
Calhoun, in the city criminal court, of 
Joe Poss, Jr., a young white man charg- 
ed with assault.and battery on the per- 
son of Mrs. Jessie Jett, a neighbor. 

According to the evidence the Jett and 
Poss .families have been at outs for 
some time, and recently the trouble was 
brought to the attention of the courts 
by reason of a dispute over an old coun- 
try road that both families have been 
using.

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BNGLISH SPINNERS | THE SPOT COTTON MARKETS IN DETAIL 


SHOW ANXIETY 


Spot Was Marked Up Sixteen Points 
in Liverpoel. 


GOOD SALES AT ADVANCE 


Market for Futures Closed Steady at 
a Net Gain of from 27 to 42 
Points on Aggressive Bull 
Support. 


New York, March 7.—The cotton mar- 

ket opened strong at an advance of 27@ 
45 points on active covering and bull 
support following much better cables 
than expected and very light estimates 
for the day’s receipts, which promised to 
be only about one-third of last year's 
The initial advances naturally attracted 
heavy realizing, as they carried prices 
to the highest point since the big break 
early last Monday, and following the 
call there was considerable irregularity 
accompanied by an interval of rather les- 
gened firmness with setbacks of from 5 
to 6 points on the more active months. 
The continued buying of the local bull 
leader, a good demand from houses with 
Liverpool connections and some fresh 
demand through commission house ral- 
lied the market promptly, however, par- 
ticularly in view of the light estimates 
‘or tomorrow's receipts at important 
points, and in the late trading May sold 
up to 16.28 with July touching 16.19 
and the active months generally 40 to 43 
points net higher. The new crop posi- 
tions also ruled generally firm with De- 
cember at one time selling at 12.60, a net 
advance of 55 points. The close, how- 
ever, showed the late months down from 
the top under realizing, while the old 
crop positions were well up to the best 
prices and the list as a whole was final- 
ly steady at a net gain of 27@42 points. 
Sales were estimated at 500,000 bales. 
As a rule southern advices indicated a 
very unsatisfactory demand for spot cet- 
ton and the day’s exports did not reach 
expectations, though this fact apparent- 
ly. had little influence on the market, 
which during the entire session, Wwas 
dominated almost completely by the oper- 
ations of leading local bulP interests. New 
Orleans was said to be a moderate seller 
here, particularly toward the close. The 
jnitial advance was largely influenced by 
the firm shgwing of the Liverpool spot 
“market where good’ sales were reported 
at an advance of 16 points. This Was 
pointed to as evidencing some anxiety on 
the part of British spinners, whose tak- 
{ngs thus far for the season have been 
nearly 250,000 bales behind last year, as 
to the future supplies, but advices from 
the southern spot markets do not yet 
reflect any increase either in export or 
domestic demand.

In 
the trading May first advanced 29 points 
to 16.09, declined to 16.04, gained a cou- 
ple of points and then fell off to 15.94. 
July showed similar fluctuations. The 
market closed fitm.

New York, March /7.—Liverpool ad-

Sully was credited with buying cotton 
in the open, and naturally the shorts 
were rather nervous and on al! little dips 
they went to cover with such violence 
that they simply caused the bulls to 
stand pat.

Miller &,Co.’s Coffee Letter. 


New York, March 7.—There has been 
further selling of coffee this morning at 
prices 10@15 points better than Saturday’s 
close. The initial stimulus to the market 
came from Havre, where values had ad- 
vanced because of unfavorable crop re- 
ports from Brazil, the weather there be- 
ing hot, dry and unseasonable. If we can 
place any reliance whatever on the news 
from Brazil, there is every rea: to be- 
lieve that the price of coffee will eventu- 
ally go a great deal higher than it is at 
present, but under the pressure of liqui- 
dation, which has been going on for the 
past three or four weeks, and which is 
likely to continue somewhat further, we 
are skeptical as to any lasting advance 
taking place just now. There is a large 
long interest here, and when it has been 
liquidated we may reasonably expect a 
very healthy recovery in the price of 
eoffee. 


English Board of Trade Returns. 


Tondon, March 7.—The board of trade 
returns for the month of F«bruary show 
_that imports increased $17.749,500 and 
the exvorts increased $5,597,000. 

The increase in imports includes food- 
stuffs to the value of $8,343,180 and 
cotton to the amount of $3,429,435. 

Among the exports the only notable 
increase was cotton fabrics, $4,251,585.
